CHESTER VAN WINKLE WINS 
IMPORTANT LAW POINT 


.Secnred Acquital of dent <’barged 
With Murder on Insanity Finding 
in Another Case. 


VV. N. IHairgrove is in receipt of a 
recent issue of the San Diego, Cali., 
“ Evening T r ib u n e ” containing news 
of a recent legal triumph of Ches­ 
ter H. Van Winkle, a former resi­ 
dent of this city a n i a graduate of 
Ilinols College in the clas of 190'8. 
Mr, Van Winkle who is one of the 
successful young 
lawyers of 
San 
Diego, was a tto rn ey for Hubert I>ewis 
who IHlled C. H. Toliver and Mrs. 
Toliver. 
The Toliver murder was a 
doable tragedy, the husband 
and 
wife having 'been killed within five 
minutes of each other. 
Lewis was tried for the m n r J e r 
of .Mrs. Toliver and acquitted on 
grounds of insanity. 
When the de­ 
fense was arraigned for the killing 
of the husband, Van Winkle m ain­ 
tained that since the court 
had a d ­ 
judged IjCwIs insance for the shoot­ 
ing of Mrs. Toliver, he was accord­ 
ing to all preceJents to lie consider­ 
ed insane at the time he murdered 
Toliver himself. 
Judge Sloan upheld this .position 
and Lewis was acquitted, 
‘In rend- 
ereding the c o u r t’s opinion. Ju d g e 
Sloane said t h a t “ Since the killing of 
C. 'H. Toliver occurred within a very 
few moments of the killing of Mrs. 
Toliver, and since the state b a i a d ­ 
duced no proof that I^wis had re­ 
gained sanity in those few moments 
then the verdict of insanity in the 
former trial would apply equally as 
strong in the case at 
hand.” 
In 
support of this decision the judge 
reviewed two like cases which Mr. 
Van Winkle, had brought fo rw a rl, 
one a decision of the supreme court 
of Illinois, the other the supreme 
court of New York in the 
Thaw 
case.
